Prior to finalizing the Implementation Plan, hundreds 
of people provided input and called for a southeast 
Seattle connection to downtown. As a result, Mayor 
Durkan directed SDOT to advance to construction a 
project on Martin Luther King, Jr Way S from I-90 to 
at least Rainier Ave S and to advance planning for a 
route along Beacon Ave S from the Jose Rizal Bridge 
to S 39th St.
